Both the Suburban and the Brook. 
lyn were at a mile and a quarter, As 
the Metropolitan was to precede 
them on the ealendar, it was condi- 
tioned at a mile and an eighth. To- 
day it is at just one mile, while the 
prooklyn is at a mile and an eighth, 
the Suburban is the only one of the 
trio that has never varied its dis- 
tance, remaining still at a mile and 
a quarter. 

When Morris Park and _  Sheep- 
shead Bay passed into history, the 
Metropolitan and the Suburban were 
taken over by Belmont Park; while 
the exit from the stage of Gravesend 
sent the Brooklyn to Aqueduct. 

The winning of these three events 
js, in effect, the ‘triple crown” of 
the all-aged division, paralleling that 
of the Kentucky Derby, Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes by a three-year- 
old, and thus far only one horse has 
been able to achieve the feat; that 


having been Whisk Broom II, in 
1913. 
Quite a considerable number ot 


horses have been able to pull off a 
“double’—either the Suburban and 
Brooklyn, or one of those events and 
the Metropolitan—but only Whisk 
Brom has ever executed’ the 
“triple.” He was greatly aided in 
this accomplishment by the fact that 
back in 1913 the New York tracks 
were reopening after having 
been closed down for two years, 
owing to an anti-racing crusade, and 
his opposition was very weak. 

There is still another great annua) 
spring handicap run at the Metropo- 
litan tracks, which dates back to 
1890 and like the Metropolitan ori- 
ginated at Morris Park. This is the 
Toboggan, which precedes the other 
three in date of running. It, how: 
ever, is for sprinters, being at but 
six furlongs. 

Last season Eight Thirty used it 
as the vehicle of a sort of warm-up 
for the longer and severer tests to 
follow, and he has done the same 
thing this season—each time suc- 
cessfully. In 1940 he won under 
127 lbs and a week ago, Saturday 
came back for a repeat under 129 


only 


Ibs. 

The question now before the 
house is: Can he score a_ similar 
come-back this week in the Subur- 
ban? 


If he can, he will equal the great 
feat of Crusader, the only horse that 
ever succeeded in winning the Sub- 
urban twice in all its long history 
of nearly sixty years. He first took 
it in his three-year-old form, in 
1926 and then again in 1927, when 
four, His weights being 104 and 127 
Ibs., respectively. 


A lot of other horses have tried 
to win this historic handicap more 
than once, but all have failed. 

If Eight Thirty ‘‘goes over the 
top” he will win for himself a place 
among the greatest handicap horses 
of history. His weight for it may 
Stop him; for as he carried 132 to 
win the Metropolitan he will have to 
Shoulder that much or more for the 


Suburban over its longer distance.

English Derby Date Of June 
7th At Newbury Promises 
Huge Crowd From London 


For the first time in its history 
the Derby is being run this year on 
a Saturday. On June 7th, the Eng 
lish classic, shorn of much of its 
meaning, kudos and_ historic value, 
will be decided at Newbury. The rea- 
son a Saturday has been selected is 
to avoid interference with war work. 
| imagine there will be a compara- 
tively small field. Amongst other 
horse already out of the reckoning 
is Lord Dewar'’s Reversion, which 
damaged a bone in a leg. As yet 
there has been little wagering on 
the Blue Riband (a rather washed-~ 
uut blue it will be this year), for it 


is impossible yet to get a line’ on 
which to form an opinion as to the 
respective merit of the Derby candi- 
dates. There has not been a suffici- 
ent number of races for this and, 
moreover, there is no denying that 
most racehorses are far from being 
in condition as yet. A famous train- 
er remarked to me last week: “They 
need sunshine and public outings.” 
It may well be, indeed one expects 
it, that what is called ‘a turn up’ 
will occur on Derby day. In any 
case the winner will be invested with 
but little glory and less stud value 
than in normal times. Nevertheless, 
it is well that the Derby should not 
share the fate of the Grand National 
Easy of access from London, there 
will be a huge crowd at Newbury, al- 
though the transference of the 
classic from Epsom will mean the 
breaking of many records and hun- 
dreds will no longer be able to boast 
“Never missed a Derby for forty 


years, old man.”

U. S. Government

The Front Royal Remount Horse 
Show to be held June 27th and 28th, 
1941 is a nonprofit venture conduct- 
ed by the Government. All money 
which is collected from entries, at- 
tendance, ete. is turned back to the 
exhibitor in the form of cash awards 
and trophies. In this year’s show, 
particular emphasis will be placed on 
green hunter classes. The prize list, 
now available, includes four classes 


for year-old hunters and the same 


number for 4-year-olds. There is a 
championship in each age group and, 
from all appearances at such an early 
date, a large entry in each section 
is anticipated. 

In addition to this there will be a 
breeding division devoted primarily 
to the “‘Farmer-Breeder”’, one who 
is dependent for his livelihood on 
the breeding and raising of horses. 

The sale, which will be held at 
4:00 P. M. Saturday, is a new idea 
in the United States, and there is 


every prospect of an excellent at- 
tendance. All horses to be sold must 
have shown in at least one class dur- 
ing the course of the show. Pros- 


pective buyers will, therefore, have 


the opportunity to observe young 
horses in action, see how they are 
rated by the judges, and will later 
be able to bid on them at the sale. 
A reserve will be placed in a sealed 
envelope on every horse to be ‘sold 
prior to the sale, and when the horse 
is knocked down the bid will be open- 
ed. If the amount shown therein is in 
excess of the bid, the animal will 
not be sold, and if the amount is less 
than the bid, the animal will be de- 
clared sold. The seller has the option 
to produce a Veterinarian’s Certi- 
ficate at the time the horse reaches 
the show grounds or to call upon 
the services of one of two local veter- 
inarians whose services will be grant- 
ed them free of charge on the 
grounds. The buyer may also use the 
services of the latter at no charge; in 
doing this it is hoped to safeguard 
the interests of both seller and buyer. 
(Although the Gevernment will auc- 
tion no horses, it is expected that 
many horses exhibited in the show 
will later be offered at the sale.) 
Both the show and the sale are 
being sponsored by the majority of 
of Fox Hounds and pro- 
breeders throughout’ the 
countryside, and the 
management anticipates that June 
27th and 28th will provide a meet- 
ing place for exhibitors, breeders, 
dealers, and prospective buyers.
